1 AT 1845Z UNFICYP POLAD MILES TELEPHONED ME TO INDICATE THAT 

WHILE CYPRIOT NATIONAL GUARD COMMAND HAD SIGNED CEASE-FIRE DOCUMENT 

AGREEING TO (A) CEASE-FIRE (B) NO MOVEMENT ACROSS LINES, AND (3) 

NO RESUPPLY, TURKISH AMBASSADOR INHAN REFUSED TO SIGN ANY DOCUMENT 
INSISTING TURK WORD GOOD ENOUGH, THAT MASSACRES OF TURKS TAKING 
PLACE, AND THE UNFICYP MUST IMMEDIATELY INTRODUCE HELICOPTERS TO 
CHECK CHATOS AND OTHER TURKISH VILLAGES. 
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2. UNFICYP POINT OUT THAT IT WAS TURKISH AIR ACTION AND TURKISH 
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VIOLATION THAT MADE IT IMPOSSIBLE FOR UNFICYP TO MOVE OUT TO
